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1 . The declaration filed on 06/13/2003 under 37 CFR 1 .131 has been 
considered but is ineffective to overcome the Gisby reference. 



2. After reviewing Exhibits A-P, it was determined thatjhe conception of 
invention was before Gisby (Feb. 1998) as evidenced by Exhibits A-L, and the 
invention was reduced to practice after the filing date of Gisby, as evidenced by 
Exhibit K (Mar. 1999). Since the evidence shows conception of the invention 
before Gisby, applicants must show diligence as to why the conception was not 
reduced to practice (MPEP § 2138.06, page 2100-1 10 to 2100-112). Diligence 
must be shown for the entire period between Feb.1998 (prior to the filing date) 
and Mar. 1999 (reduction to practice). The business meetings and 
communications in Exhibits A-l do not show diligence because they are not 
"affirmative acts" or "acceptable excuses" (MPEP § 21 38.06, page 21 00-1 11). In 
addition, the evidence shows gaps between periods from 02/1998 to 4/3/1999, 
e.g. meetings between 4/2/98 and 2/1/1999, and communications between 
2/4/1999 and Mar. 1999. Therefore, the evidence submitted is not sufficient to 
overcome the rejections.
